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Elba City Council Passes New Use Tax 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
night for the second regular meeting of 
the new administration: The newly- 
started plan of having the ministers 
from local churches open the meetings 
with a word of prayer continued with 
Rey. G.D. Galloway of Bethel AME 
leading the prayer. All members were 
present and the minutes were approved 
routinely without a lengthy discussion, 
as all members had copies before them. 

The council unanimously purchased 
a police car, passed a use tax, appointed 
a Senior Citizens Advisory committee, 
stopped payroll deductions for individ- 
ual, private payments, and in general 
continued a show of harmony. 


Police Chief Ray Norris reported 
business was routine, gave councilmen 
copies of status reports and recom- 
mended passage of a dog leash law. 


Norris noted the many complaints from 
citizens on unruly dogs, and said there 
had been six separate dog-bite incidents 
in Elba since he became chief, less than 
a month ago. Norris pointed out a 
change in the state law that mandates 
that a dog responsible for a bite must 
now be confined for the required 
number of days by a licensed vet and 
not ina home pen. Mayor Bob English 
appointed Councilmen John W. Sharp- 
less and Charles Kennett as a commit- 
tee to study various such leash laws, 
and recommended a course of action to 
the Council. 


City Engineer Jim Williams report- 
ed to the Council on the proposal to 
purchase gasoline at service stations 
rather than wholesale. Williams said he 
had been in error to think the wholesale 
direction was not the best way. He said 


it was cheaper and more convenient to 
maintain the tanks at the city barn, and 
that he was sure there was no loss of gas 
through misappropriation from the 
tanks. 


Williams also reported on the 
project to patch all potholes in city 
streets. He showed photographs of a 
large patch of torn blacktop that 
required 10 tons of asphalt to properly 
repair. The location was in Morrow 
Village.. 


Howard E. Brown, representing the 
Army Aviation Museum, spoke to the 
Council and asked for support in efforts 
to raise funds to build a permanent 
facility for the museum. English 
appointed Councilmen Cleo Hawkins 
and David Stokes to recommend a 
chairman for this committee. Hawkins 


made a motion to draft a resolution 
supporting this project. It was 
unanimously approved. 


Bill Tucker, engineer with G. 
Reynolds Watkins, reported to the 
Council on the progress with the 
feasibility study on the power dam and 
on the 210 sewer system survey. 


Tucker told the Council the hydro 
plant study was 80% complete. He also 
voiced an opinion that it wouldn't be 
feasible to put the plant back into 
operation. Even if grants are available 
to make it practical, it wil! only be 
marginal, said Tucker. He pointed out 
the erosion and a 1l-inch moyement in 
the main portion of the spillway, 
coupled with the bad break in the 
run-around, as things which could be 
fixed, but the cost would be high.

District Attorney Joel M. Folmar, 
who serves Pike and Coffee Counties, 
has been appointed chairman of the 
Alabama Child Support Enforcement 
Committee. His appointment was 
announced by C.C. (Bo) Torbert, Chief 
Justice of the Alabama Supreme Court 
and Thomas W. Sorrells, President of 
the Alabama District Attorney's Asso-

The. Child Support Enforcement 
Committee reviews proposed legisla- 
tion, recommends forms and proced- 
ures for handling cases and recom- 
mends education programs for child 
support enforcement personnel. 

In announcing the appointment of 
Folmar, along with the naming of the 12 
members of the committee, Torbert 
said, ‘‘The work of this committee is 
crucial in developing more effective 
means of enforcing child support 
orders, thereby reducing the burden 
placed on taxpayers."’ 

On his appointment, Folmar said, ‘‘I 
am honored that:the Chief Justice and 
Mr. Sorrells have recognized me for this 
honor.. | feel it is a recognition of the 
work we have done in Pike and Coffee 
Counties in establishing and developing 
the child support enforcement program 
here.

District Attorney Joel Folmar faced 
the Chairman of the Coffee County

Democrat 
Folmar won the race and carried all but 
two or three boxes in the district. 


The seven constitutional amend- 
ments all passed in Coffee County and 
statewide. Only three directly concern- 
ed Coffee County; and county voters 
overwhelmingly approved these. One

*theck-off program and passed seven to 
one. Another cleared up sore old 
problems with the law and court 
rulings, and also passed heavily. 
Number three was concerning divorce 
alimony and it won almost as largely as 
the check-off amendment. 


Graddick Warns 


Of Travel Contest 


Attorney General Charles A. 


Graddick has cautioned Alabamians in 
receiving postal cards from a company 
known as National Trayel, Inc., in 
Sparta, Tennessee, that the business 
may be using deceptive practices. 

Graddick said the card may lead 
recipients to believe they have won 
something, when, in reality, they must 
pay a fee of $49.50 to receive a vacation 
to Florida. Consumers also must pay 
for the long-distance call to find out how 
to receive the trip, unless they send in 
their telephone bill to the company for a 
refund, 

Some callers have been asked for a 
credit card number and the $49.50 then 
has been billed to that card without 
their knowledge, Graddick said. 

Persons making the trip to Florida 
often find out only after they arrive, that 
the purpose of the trip is to sell them 
real estate. 

According to a consent judgement 
brought against the company by the 
Tennessee Attorney General's Office. 
the card is not supposed to lead 
recipients to believe they have ‘‘won’’ 
anything. The card is supposed to 
inform them that it is an offer to 
purchase a vacation. When recipients 
call the number listed on the card, their 
questions must be answered honestly 
by the company. If the callers ask, they 
must be told that the purpose of the 
vacation plan is to sell them real estate. 

The Tennessee Attorney General's 
Office still is investigating the company 
and is considering a contempt citation. 
Graddick said Alabama citizens who 
feel they have been duped by National 
Travel, Inc., should contact his Office of 
Consumer Protection, 560 S. Me- 
Donough Street, Montgomery. Ala- 
bama 36104.

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School Construction Continues.... 


The roof is gone - the windows are gone 
- and soon the whole wing of the school 
will be only a memory to the people of 
Elba. The new wing is scheduled to be 


completed in 18 months. Ciasses trom 
these rooms were shifted to other parts 
of the building, and classes recently 
began meeting at City Hall. 
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When asked if Elba could abandon 
the project at this time, Tucker told the 
Council it was impossible without 
assuming the entire cost of the project 
and paying the government back the 
entire $31,000. He noted that only 10% 
would have to be paid back if the project 
was completed and shown to be not 
feasible. 


Tucker said the 201 sewer survey 
project was on schedule and Phase | 
would be complete in three or four 
months. He noted that then Elba would 
go into the design-and-planning phase, 
once this Phase-l-needs survey was 
complete. The project is a federally 
funded project. 


Airport Manager Dean Kyle resign- 
ed after voicing his disapproval of 
receiving a registered letter from Mayor 
English containing copies of an inspect- 
ion report made by Councilman Sonny 
Inman and Cleo Hawkins made without 
his knowledge. Kyle said he had 
continually asked for support from the 
city, and during the past five years had 
received none. He pointed out that the 
grass had not been cut in over three 
years and there were weeds shoulder 
high obstructing pilots’ view. Kyle said 
he had removed all his trucks from the 
airport and was resigning due to a lack 
of cooperation. English thanked him for 
his service and expressed a hope that 
Kyle would be available for assistance 
when the city begins doing some of the 
things needed at the airport. 


An often-misunderstood tax - use 
tax - was unanimously approved by the 
City Council, but not without opposition 
from industry. A special meeting a 
week earlier had resolved most of the 
problems from citizens and industry, 


the tax, and voiced support instead for 
an additional 1-cent sales tax. He said 
this tax would hurt industry at a time 
when efforts were being made to give 
jobs to Elba people. The use tax will 
become effective as soon as the paper 
work can be done to smoothly imple- 
ment the collection. 


A motion by Hawkins to abandon the 
practice of bill-paying for employees by 
payroll deduction was quickly approved 
by all councilmen after they were told of 
continuing problems in accounting for 
these funds in the payroll department. 


A new police car, a 1981 blue 
Chevrolet Impala, with the ‘‘police 
package’’ was purchased from Cook 
Chevrolet. Only two bids were received 
and Ray Hughes Chevrolet of Enter- 
prise was actually lower, but the car was 
purchased from Cook, using a clause in 
the law that allows a 3% variance in 
accepting the low bid with purchasing 
locally. This would save in the long run 
due to service convenience, etc., said 
Inman who pointed out the 3% phase of 
the law. 


A report from the committee plan- 
ning a pemanent location for a go-kart 
track indicated work was being done but 
no decision had been reached. 


A 30-day option has been received 
by the City on possible purchase of 
some property on Smith Avenue, 
according to an announcement by 
English. It was noted, however, that if 
the land is bought before a recreation 
grant is received, the grant money can't

Have you had air “0 
escape from a gas tank on a 
tractor when you get ready to 
refuel? Have you had this 
happen to you on your car or 
truck? 

There is a possibility that 
if the tank gets heated up 
enough due to engine heat or 
heat from the sun, you will 
be sprayed by escaping 
gasoline. The gasoline will 
sometimes come out with the 
air. If you are standing 
around an open flame, run- 
ning engine, or, spark, it 
might ignite you. 

It is extremely important 
to have tight fitting caps on 
gasoline tanks. Be sure to 
use one that fits properly. 
You can get into trouble in a 
split instant if you are 
careless. 


FRUITS 

Quite a few folks are 
interested in making addi- 
tional plantings of peaches, 
apples, plums and pecans 
this year. Start early to get 
your site prepared and make 
your plans carefully for these 
plantings. Don’t get them 
too close to the house. Avoid 
crowding these trees. The 
tendency is to put trees too 
close together. As_ they 
grow, they do not have 
enough room to do their best. 

The nurseries in Coffee 
County will have the recom- 
mended varieties of most all 
of the fruits and nuts. If you 
would like to get our list of 
varieties which do well in 
Coffee County and the Wire- 
grass, write tous at P.O. Box 
489, New Brockton, or you 
can call us. 


CAREFUL 

Are you thinking about 
doing some burning around 
your farm or home this fall? 
If you plan to burn, you need 
to get a permit. 

Alabama has a law affect- 
ing burning around your 
farm or house. Actually, the 
new law requires that a 
permit be obtained from the 
Alabama Forestry Commis; 
sion before setting fire to any 
grasslands, woodlands, 
fields, or new ground lying 
within 25 feet of natural 
combustible material. You 
can get your permit by 
calling the Forest Ranger, 
Wayne Roberts, at 894-6734, 
or call toll free 
1-800-922-7688. 

If, after you receive your 
burning permit, the fire 
escapes and it is discovered 
that adequate precaution, 
Supervision or equipment 
were not used, a case will be 
brought against the offender. 
Please remember if you plan 
to burn, call one of these 
numbers and get a permit. 


HOG PRICES 

The Wall Street Journal 
in their Wednesday edition 
said, ‘*Meat prices could rise 
15% by mid-1981.'’ Most 
economists predict that every 
kind of meat will become 
more expensive next year. 
Because meat prices account 
for one-third of the consumer 
food price index, food prices 
are expected to climb 12% in 
the first half of 1981. 

Pork prices will have the 
steepest increase -- about 
23% by mid-1981, according 
to some forecasters. Beef 
and poultry prices will also 
increase. 

Coffee County hog pro- 
ducers should benefit by this 
price increase if, feed prices 
are not too high.. There is a 
possibility, though, that the 
consumer could be paying a 
lot more for pork and the 
farmer actually realizing very 
little, if any, profit. It is 
something growers will have 
to watch closely in 1981.

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Soil And Water 
Conservation News 
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LIME EARLY FOR BEST 
RESULTS 

Calcium is an essential 
nutrient for plant growth. It 
has the following functions 
as a plant food: promotes 
early root formation and 
growth; improves plant 
vigor; influences intake of 
other nutrients; neutralizes 
the poisons produced in 
plants; encourages grain and 
seed production; and in- 
creases csicium content of 
plants. 

There are two principal 
sources of agricultural lime: 
calcitic, which furnishes 
calcium, and  dolomitic, 
which supplies calcium and 
magesium. Auburn Univer- 
sity experiments show that 
where needed lime increases 
corn yields as much as 32 
bushels per acre and will 
double pasture production. 
About a half million tons of 
lime are being used annually 
in Alabama. There is an 
urgent need for a million tons 
to be used each year. 

There are two things that 
must be done.to. get clovers 
back in pastures or to keep 
them where there is now a 
stand: apply lime and 


fertilizer; and graze or mow 
sod as close to ground as 
possible in late September. 
Research has shown that the 
major plant nutrients are 
most readily available to 
crops over the pH range of 
6.0 to 7.5. Experiments show 
that one pound of phos- 
phorus on pastures produced 
more forage at 6.3 than 
three pounds at pH 5,2. Lime 
and lightly disk into the 
surface of the soil allowing 
water from rain to transport 
the calcium into the soil. 
Next spring the effect will 
show better stands and faster 
growth. 

Since most farmers are 
harvesting and will soon 
finish, early soil testing to 
determine nutrients needs 
for next year is essential. If 
lime is needed, _ early 
application will insure that 
desired pH will be reached 
prior to or during growing 
season. We _ know that 
peanuts and soybeans re- 
spond to nutrients already 
existing in the soil, so 
neutralizing acids in the soil 
will allow the plants to better 
utilize those nutrients. 


Using Chain Saws 


Properly

Chain saws are a common 
sight on most Coffee County 
farms. Unfortunately, chain 
saw accidents are also all too 
common. 

Many people are now 
cutting firewood for use this 
winter. If you are using a 
chain saw, remember to be 
very careful. These ma- 
chines may be more danger- 
ous than you think. 

Kickback is responsible 
for about one-third of all 
serious chain saw injuries. 
Kickback is caused when the 
blade comes into contact with 
a hard object such as a rock 
or a knot in the wood and the 
saw blade suddenly bounces 
back at you. 

If the blade is above the 
hard object, it will kick 
upward into the shoulder or 
face. If the blade is below 
the hard object, it will kick 
downward into the knee or 
foot. 

Studies have shown that 
the left side of the body is 
injured more often than the 
right. This is because chain 
saws are designed for right- 
handed people. During use, 
the blade is nearer the left 
side of the operator's body. 

The parts of the body 
most often injured are the 
face and neck. ‘Hand injuries 
are the next most common 
type of chain saw accident. 
Many hand injuries are 
caused when the saw kicks 
back and the operator tries to 
use his hand to protect his 
face. 

Left-hand injuries can be 
caused when the user allows 
his hand to slip off the handle 
and make contact with the 
running blade. This usually 
happens when one is tired 
due to the strenuous work 
and the constant vibration 
from the saw. 

The most common causes 
of kickback are: 

*Sawing with the point of 
the bar 

*Small, hidden limbs that 
catch under the bar tip 


*A dull, loose or incor- 
rectly sharpened chain 

*Abrupt changes in wood 
characteristics 

*Running the saw too 
slowly 

*A build-up of damp 
sawdust 

*Twisting the saw so that 
the chain grabs in the wood 

To avoid kickback, take 
these precautions: 

1. Keep a firm, two-hand 
grip on the saw. Make sure 
your thumb is securely wrap- 
ped under the front handle. 

2. Avoid standing directly 
in line with the cut. 

3. Do not cut 
shoulder height. 

4. Watch for small limbs 
or twigs that could catch in 
the chain. 
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Many new saws have 
safety chain brakes that stop 
the chain if your hand slips 
off the top handles. These 
chain brakes are standard 
equipment on some saws, 
but are optional on others. 
Although manufacturers are 
adding new safety devices to 
their saws, there’s no way to 
make a completely safe saw. 
It’s up to you to use it safely. 

The first step in safely 
using a chain saw is to 
prepare yourself. The best 
way to do this is to study the 
owner's manual. Follow all 
recommended practices. 
Even when you borrow a 
saw, make sure you get the 
manual. 


Chain saws should only 
be used by experienced 
people. Chain saws should 
be kept in good mechanical 
condition. The chain's cut- 
ting edges should always be 
sharp and adjusted to the 
proper tension. When cut- 
ting, make sure you have a 
firm grip on the saw and both 
feet securely on the ground, 
Respect a chain saw in the 
same manner as any other 
type of potentially hazardous 
farm equipment.

Work is being 
done to encourage and im- 
prove tree planting activities 
in Coffee County on all 
levels.

Commission Gives Elba 


Library $5,000 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Nov. 10, 
at the Courthouse in Enterprise, and 
voted unanimously to give a $5,000 
donation to the Elba Public Library. A 
request for a donation came in the form 
of a Jetter from the Library Committee, 
and the commission agreed the new 
library could make good use of the 
$5,000. 

Monday’s meeting actually began at 
10:00 A.M., with all commissioners 
present, Present were commissioners 
Don Smith, Rex Boutwell, Max Reeves, 
Bennie Beckham, Gilmer Grant and 
Jack Hornsby, along with: Probate 
Judge James Sawyer, Clerk Brunease 
Winston and County Engineer Bill 
McClain. Also present was com- 
missioner-elect Charlie Mack Martin. 

The first order of business was to 
open bids on wood products to be used 
in the Highway Dept., and the only bid 
received came from T.M.A. Forest 
Products. The bid was accepted after 
being studied by the engineer. 

It is that time of the year to name a 
bank as the depository for county funds, 
and 4 banks were represented at: the 
meeting. Asking to be named as the 
county depository were The People’s 
Bank, The Citizen's Bank, Enterprise 
Banking Company and the Elba 
Exchange Bank. A decision on naming a 
bank was postponed until the next, 
meeting. 

The commission sent out 22 in- 
vitations to companies to make pro- 
posals for work on the Wilkerson Creek 
Watershed Project, and received 11 
proposals. The low bidder was James E. 
Carter & Sons Sod Farm, in Andalusia, 
and the low bid was accepted.

again came under discussion, and the 
matter again proved to be confusing to 
all the parties involved. A grant of 
$13,000 had been requested by a Law 
Enforcement Agency, of which the 
county would have to pay $4,500, or 
34% of the total. The commission 
agreed several’ weeks ago to continue 
Hobbs’ employment, but only if the 
Sheriff's Dept. would cover all the 
expenses until funds became available. 
Sheriff Paul earlier stated his depart- 
ment could cover the saldry through the 
sale of contraband and cars, and at 
Monday’s meeting Paul stated the 
county's share of the grant would be 
covered by the sale.

Only 3 
families own property that adjoins the 
road, and the men reported they wanted 
to put a gate across the road. All the 
commissioners voiced approval of the 
request and asked the county attorney 
to draw-up the proper legal documents. 

A mild surprise occured when a 
letter of resignation was read from 
Coston Barlow, the county appraiser.

Six Army aviators from Ft. Rucker 
escaped injury at 9:20 Friday morning 
when two UH-1H helicopters collided in 
mid-air while on a training mission one 
mile southwest of Skelly Field. Skelly 
Field is a small training field used by 
the Army to train pilots in take-offs and 
landings. It is located south of the 
Basin Community and east of Perry’s 
Store, about ten miles south of Elba, but 
still in Coffee County.

Graddick Warns Of Travel Contest 


Attorney General Charles A. 
Graddick has cautioned Alabamians in 
receiving postal cards from a company 
known as National Travel, Inc., in 
Sparta, Tennessee, that the business 
may be using deceptive practices. 

Graddick said the card may lead 
recipients to believe they haye won 
something, when, in reality, they must 
pay a fee of $49.50 to receive a vacation 
to Florida. Consumers also must pay 
for the long-distance call to find out how 
to receive the trip, unless they send in 


in 
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their telephone bill to the company for a 
refund, 

Some callers have been asked for a 
credit card number and the $49.50 then 
has been billed to that card without 
their knowledge, Graddick said. 

Persons making the trip to Florida 
often find out only after they arrive, that 
the purpose of the trip is to sell them 
real estate. 

According to a consent judgement 
brought against the company by the 
Tennessee Attorney Genoral’s Office,
